Both 
schemes appear to be operating with 
relatively little difficulty. 

There is much Interest concerning 
the procedure in submitting schemes 
and sometimes a little impatience at 
what appears tO be delay in dealing 
with them. In that Gdnnection, says 
Dominion Government Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, {t should be not- 
ad that a scheme for the marketing 
of a product must be submitted by 
farmers or persons engaged in mark- 
eting. It is not the function of the 
Dominion Board to prepare schemes 
for the Industry, When a scheme has 
been prepared, it must be submitted 
to the ‘Minister of Agriculture at Ot 
with a petition indicating the 
amount of support back of the 
posal. If the Minister is satistied 
that those making the submission rep- 
adequately the producers of 
the persons engaged in marketing, he 
will submit the scheme to the Mark 
eting Board. 

Schemes cannot be dealt with hast 
fly. They request powers which are 
quite significant and have an import- 
ant bearing on many people and many 
interests. When a scheme reaches 
the Donfinion Marketing Board it 1s 
first examined to determine whether 
{t 18 in proper order for consideration. 
This may require correspondence with 
those submitting the schemes, as 
frequently | provisions are 
clear. The effect of the scheme on 
producers and consumers muat 
be considered. If the scheme 
deal with export trade, consideration 
of its effect on the importing country 
and its reception by competitors must 
be given. It must be reviewed in the 
Nght of international relations 
trade agreements. The legality of 
the proposals included in the scheme 
and their relationship to other acts 
and regulations of the government 
must be studied. A number of hear- 
{ngs may be necessary in -eonnection 
with a single scheme 

It is obvious 
investigation work must precede the 
approval of any scheme. The time 
required for this will depend upon the 
nature of the proposal and the thor- 
oughness with which — preliminary 
work has been done by those submit- 
ting the schemes, but in any case it 
may ordinarily be a matter of several 
weeks and possibly monks The

to the provincial government of $184,- 
972.81, and arrears from 1931-32 opera- 
tons of $48,768.82 are also being paid, 
making a total payment to the prov- 
ince of $233,751.63. The balance of 
approximately $125,000 is being put 
to reserve account, and improves to 
that extent the liquid position of the 
organization. In addition to the a- 
bove, a payment of approximately 
$60,000 has also been made to the 
Saskatchewan and Alberta Pools on 
Terminal No, 1 at Port Arthur.

WALL WORLD WHEAT EXCESS 
SURPLUSES BE ELIMINATED? 


The smallest wheat crop in the 
past ten years, excluding Russia, is 
estimated for 1934 by the Food Re- 
search Bureau of Stanford Unt- 
versity. The total will be between 
360 and 460 million bushels below 
the moderate sized crop of 1933. Even 
with ,this development the Bureau 
is doubtful that the surplus. world 
carryover -will-be eliminated but sux- 
gests that it will be cut in half. Nor- 
mal world carryover is figuredas a- 
round 600 milfion bushels of wheat in 
all positions. Total stocks of wheat 
on August Ist this year reached the 
record breaking figure of a Dilllfon 
oie hundred and. fifty million. If the 
forecasts of the Bureau are carried 
out by events total world stocks on 
August 1st of next year will be around 
875 million bushels or 275 million a- 
bove the normal figure. The normal 
figure (600 million bushels) is the 
average over the years from 1923 to 
1927.

@ This is che first of a series of articles which will tell you a lot 
about wine, if you are patient enough to read them. It is a great 
story and has in the past, either as a theme or a stimulant, 
ey some noble bards, and if we translate the grape into 
barley, some notable Scots reviewers. The culture of the vine 
is almost as ancient an occupation, and not a less honorable 
one, than the growing of wheat. In some countries it has 
become as great an industry. 


@ In Ontario, the Njagara district, famed for its fruits, has 
won increasing renown for the quality of its grapes and the 
wine that has been pressed from them. The story of Niagara 
wine is paré Of the lore of Canada. It may be in time that in 
other parts of the Dominion there will be developed local 
wines fit for the needs of the people. For it ought to be ex- 
plained that wherever the grape can be grown, its noblest 
purpose Gan be to some excent fulfilled. 


@ We do not suggest that one may lookyforward with any 
reasonable hope to the time when there will be a Saskatchewan 
Chateau Lafitte or an Alberta Tokay. But there will continue 
to be produced in Old Ontario a variety of wines that ought to 
suit ke palate of all Canadians, just as our climate suits them 
or ought co suit them, it being the best that we can expect, and 
perhaps as good as we deserve. Native-born Canadians know 
far less about native Canadian wines than do Canadians of 
foreign birth about the wines in the land of their origin. It will 
be one of our purposes to enlighten them, and, we do nor 
doubt, surprise them as we proceed 


@ Perhaps you noticed the other day that, when a Mary 
launched her gigantic namesake from the Clyde dockyards, she 
christened it with a bottle of Australian wine, We may say 
that it was through no spiric of niggardliness that we refrained 
from sending her a bottle of Canadian wine for the purpose. 
In fact, we stand ready to provide Canadian wine for all such 
ceremonies in the future. 


@ The point worth noting 1s that, in this conspicuous way, 
royalty called attention to the face that, in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, there is produced wine fic for 
celebrating the launching of the greatest of ships, and wince 
fic for this is obviously fit for lesser occasions. Thus not only 
the wines of Australia, and particularly the wines of South 
Australia which is the chief wine-producing state of the 
Antipodes, but the wines generally of the Empire were 
strikingly called to the attention of the world. 


@ The time has passed when only the wines of France and 
Portugal and Spain and Italy were meet for royal recognition. 
There are Empire wines from South Africa and Australia and 
Canada which are gradually finding markets in many parts of 
the world. Those who know them at their best find that they 
fulfil all requirements of much more expensive wines. It is true 
the Mastecttan wine differs from the French wine as much as 
the kangaroo differs from the Gallic cock. But who is to say 


it is inferior? Ba 
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
